Museum and Art Gallery has almost 4,000 
signatures. 

Campaigners have urged the cash- 
strapped council to rethink proposals to 
close the historic attraction in St James’s 
Road after 3,898 people added their names 
to the online petition. 

The museum faces closure because 
the council needs to save £20 million after 
Government funding was cut. 

Petition organiser Ross Crompton said 
closing the borough’s ‘prized asset’ would 
be detrimental to future generations

THREE men involved in a 
drugs conspiracy to sup¬ 
ply addicts across the Black 
Country have been jailed for a 
total of nearly 11 years. 

For six months Dishon Cassell and 
Kareem White fueled addiction by 
supplying heroin and crack cocaine. 

The class A drugs were cut, packaged and 
distributed from a home in Rugeley Close, Tip- 
ton, where Cassell’s girlfriend was living. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard the 
third man, Theo White, had only been involved 
on October 15 last year, the day the enterprise 
fell apart and the three were arrested. 

Cassell, of Belle Vale, Cradley, was handed 
a four-and-a-half year sentence, while Kareem 
White, of Camden Street, Hockley, was sen¬ 
tenced to three years and nine months. Theo 
White, of Rubery Drive, Rowley Regis, will 
serve a two-and-a-half year sentence. They 
were sentenced last week having admitted con¬ 
spiracy to supply heroin and crack cocaine. 

Undercover 

Ms Samantha Powis, prosecuting, told the 
court the conspiracy was foiled by an under¬ 
cover police operation centred on the Tipton 
property and two cars. All three men were 
arrested on October 15 last year near Hagley 
Road, Halesowen. 

In the Ford Fiesta police found 10 wraps 
of heroin, a rock of cocaine and two mobile 
phones. From the Audi, five phones and £1,690 
in cash was recovered. Subsequent searches 
uncovered heroin worth £2,000 at the Tipton 
home, alongside cocaine, weighing scales and 
£1,000 cash. 

Ms Powis said analysis of the phones showed 
large amounts of contact between Cassell, aged 
24, and Kareem White, 21. She told the court: 
“Cassell was directing the operation in a mean¬ 
ingful role and was giving Kareem White in¬ 
structions and post codes. They were talking 
about supplies and if stocks were low.” 

The court heard Cassell had a string of con¬ 
victions including possession of a weapon, rob¬ 
bery and affray. 

Martin Butterworth, defending Cassell, told 
the court it had not been a sophisticated oper¬ 
ation. He said: “Yes, he had the significant role 
of the three but he was still a foot soldier.” 

Tom Walkling, defending Kareem White, 
said he was motivated by financial desperation 
and was on “the last rung of the ladder before 
the user.” Matthew Barnes, defending, said 
that Theo White, 27, who was on licence when 
arrested, made a ‘poor decision’ to get involved. 

Judge Andrew Lockhart QC, told the three: 
“These were highly addictive drugs you were 
selling. Quite apart from the harm caused to 
those addicted to them, they cause a great 
amount of harm in the community by reason 
of those desperate people carrying out other 
offences to fund their habits.” 


WISE MOVE AS HALL ATTRACTS OWL SANCTUARY

WORK has started on a new £900,000 owl 
sanctuary which is winging its way to Himley 
Park. 

The World Owl Trust is behind ambitious 
plans to create the sanctuary at the old walled 
garden in the park. 

Work has got under way to clear more than 
20 years worth of debris and undergrowth on 
the two-and-a-half-acre site. 

The trust holds some of the finest and most 
diverse collection of breeding birds in the UK, 
consisting of about 190 birds of 52 species - 
some of which can be seen nowhere else. 


Alan Peace, chairman of the board of trus¬ 
tees, said: “This is a massive project which 
will have a huge impact on the area. To have 
an international organisation like this mov¬ 
ing into Himley is a major coup.” 

The project will also see an education cen¬ 
tre, tea room and shop built at the site. 

Mr Peace said: “We can’t wait to take over 
the old walled garden. It was pretty over¬ 
grown and jungle-like, so much so that you 
could hardly get into it, but the surroundings 
were superb for us. Among all the trees we 
can build new aviaries for the birds. 


“The trust is also hoping to be able to find 
enough volunteers who are able to give the 
time and energy to help clear the site,” he 
added. 

It is hoped that around 100 owls will even¬ 
tually be taking their perch at the sanctuary. 

Some of the owls had been found a tempo¬ 
rary home at South Staffordshire College’s 
Rodbaston Campus in Penkridge.

Care home told it needs to improve 


A CARE home in Dudley has been told it ‘requires 
improvement’ after an inspection. 

Greenleigh care home, on Wolverhampton 
Road, Sedgley, looks after older people who may 
have dementia and is registered to provide accom¬ 
modation and personal care for up to 35 people. 

The unannounced Care Quality Commission 
(CQC) inspection took place on December 3 and 
4 last year. 

The report found that the service to the 32 peo¬ 
ple living in the home was not consistently safe 
and they were at risk of not always receiving their 
medication as prescribed, or ‘in line with manu¬ 
facturers guidelines.’ 


It stated that staff lacked direction and leader¬ 
ship, which led to people being kept waiting to be 
supported. 

The home also required improvement in being 
an effective service, after being labelled as ‘incon¬ 
sistent’. 

Busy 

The report said: “People told us that the staff 
were always busy and had mixed views about 
whether there were enough of them.” 

On inspection, one member of staff was respon¬ 
sible for giving people their medication and also 
serving their breakfast, which meant people were 


kept waiting. At lunchtime it was noted that staff 
time was not allocated ‘efficiently’, with a num¬ 
ber of people on one table finishing their meals 
whilst others had been waiting for 30 minutes to 
be served. 

The manager had acknowledged to officers that 
staff time could be better managed and would be 
looking at the allocation of staff with immediate 
effect. 

However, the care home was deemed good in 
being a caring and responsive service, with the re¬ 
port stating people spoke positively about the staff 
who care for them. 

The care home did not wish to comment. 


Animal sanctuary is 
no eyesore says boss 


THE owner of an animal sanc¬ 
tuary in Sedgley has hit back at 
claims it is an ‘eyesore’ - say¬ 
ing more than £50,000 has been 
spent on it in recent years. 

Brockswood, in Catholic Lane, was 
labelled as being in a ‘sorry state’ by 
UKIP members. 

However, Neil Swann says he has put 
investment into the site along with main¬ 
tenance and improvement costs. 

He explained: “It is well known that 
the site was in a near derelict state when 
taken over by Brockswood but we were 
not responsible for the decline of what was 
once called Cotwall End Nature Centre. 
However, we have done significant work to 
improve the site over recent years. 

“Some examples of this include £20,000 
on new paddock fencing and a £50,000 in¬ 
vestment to renovate some of the buildings 
on site and the creation of two classrooms 
which has proven to be a massive benefit to 
local students studying animal care. 

Investors 

“Many more thousands of pounds have 
been spent repairing land drains and doing 
general maintenance work too.” 

Earlier this month, UKIP Councillor and 
Euro MP Bill Etheridge, who represents 
Sedgley ward, said he had been approached 
by potential investors asking what was hap¬ 
pening with the sanctuary. He said: “To my 
mind, either the sanctuary should be forced 
to restore the place, or a new tenant should 
be sought with a vision to maximise a great 
opportunity.” 

Shaun Keasey, UKIP’s representative 
for the ward, also classed the site as a ‘half- 
closed eyesore’ that was in a ‘sorry state’. 

Mr Swann hit back against claims say¬ 
ing: “To say there has been no work done 
or investment in the site is quite frankly 
ludicrous and completely inaccurate. 

“We do close over the winter but for good 
reasons. The close-down period allows us 
to concentrate on maintenance and mak¬ 
ing improvements that would be difficult 
whilst open to the public. Alongside our 
work with sick and unwanted animals we 
provide over 50 students a year with work 
experience 

The site is regularly inspected by Dudley 
Council and the Department for Environ¬ 
ment, Food and Rural Affairs.

Jack was born on February 12, 
1908, when King Edward VII was 
on the throne. 

Life-long West Bromwich Al¬ 
bion fan Jack, who lives at Tudor 
Manor care home in Stourbridge, 
said: “The secret to old age is being 
sociable - meeting new people and 
always helping people. I just take 
every day as it comes. 

“The people here in the care 
home are so nice to me and look 
after me - it’s like being part of a 
big family.

During the Second World War 
Jack helped build Spitfires and 
after spent much of his working 
life as a lorry driver, as well as 
working in the metal industry.

The couple did not have children, 
but Jack was joined by nieces and 
nephews to celebrate his landmark 
birthday 


Car crooks' 
appeals on 
sentencing 
dismissed 

A GANG of crooked car breakers who 
dismantled £240,000 worth of high val¬ 
ue stolen vehicles - including Audis and 
BMWsa - and sold them on online auc¬ 
tion site eBay, have been told their sen¬ 
tences were not a day too long. 

Ringleader Luke Arnold, 31, along 
with mechanic, Robert Wood, 26, and 
money man, Duncan Taylor, 47, fenced 
the cars, many of which were taken dur¬ 
ing burglaries. 

Operating out of workshops in Sil- 
verthorne Lane, Cradley Heath, and in 
Bromsgrove, they disguised the illegal 
nature of their trade by selling the vehi¬ 
cles bit by bit on the internet. 

Wood, of Dawlish Road, Selly Oak, 
Birmingham, and Taylor, of Station 
Road, Blackwell, Bromsgrove, were each 
jailed for three and a half years in July 
last year after pleading guilty to conspir¬ 
ing to handle stolen goods at Birming¬ 
ham Crown Court. Arnold, of no fixed 
abode, admitted the same offence and 
was handed four years eight months be¬ 
hind bars. 

Last week all three asked London’s 
Criminal Appeal Court to reduce their 
sentences. Lawyers for the trio argued 
that they had not been given enough 
credit for their guilty pleas. 

But Mr Justice Cooke said: “This han¬ 
dling was in the most serious category, 
this was a professional handling conspir¬ 
acy. Whilst these sentences were harsh, 
they were in our judgement justified.” 

The judge, sitting with Lord Justice 
Treacy and Mr Justice Edis, dismissed 
the appeals.

Superfast 
internet is 
rolled out 
to 10,000 

MORE than 10,000 businesses and 
households are now able to access 
high-speed fibre broadband thanks 
to the Black Country Broadband Pro¬ 
ject. 

Parts of Dudley, Walsall, Wednes- 
bury, West Bromwich and Wolver¬ 
hampton are among the latest areas 
to benefit from the project, which is 
being led by Black Country Local En¬ 
terprise Partnership and BT. 

The areas to benefit are Bentley, 
Blackheath, Brierley Hill, Castle 
ward, Darlaston, Ettingshall, Neth- 
erton, Priory, Rowley, St Andrews, 
St James’, St Paul’s, St Thomas’s, 
the centre of West Bromwich and 
Woodside. 

As part of the roll-out, engineers 
have already installed more than 80 
fibre broadband road-side cabinets, 
which are needed to connect to the 
new network. 

Work has also started on the second 
phase of the roll-out, which is extend¬ 
ing the reach of the technology to ad¬ 
ditional parts of Brierley Hill, Dudley, 
James Bridge, Streetly, Tipton and 
Willenhall. 

Ninder Johal, chair of the Black 
Country Broadband Group and a 
board member of the local enterprise 
partnership, said: “A superfast inter¬ 
net connection can make the world of 
difference to businesses and homes, 
so reaching the 10,000 milestone is a 
huge step in delivering our ambition 
of a minimum 98 per cent high-speed 
fibre broadband availability across 
the Black Country by the end of June 
2017.”

The Family and 
Community Support Services base in 
Greystone Passage will be replaced 
with 16 semi-detached houses. 


Credit controller stole £8lk from firm 


A CREDIT control supervisor who fleeced her em¬ 
ployer out of more than £80,000 has been given a 
20-month jail sentence after pleading guilty to theft. 

Mother-of-two Joanne Kudlacek intercepted pay¬ 
ments intended for her employers and channelled 
them into her two bank accounts of her own, a judge 
was told at Wolverhampton Crown Court last week. 

The 43 year old, from Wombourne, got away with 
the swindle for almost three years, until by chance a 
phone call that was intended for her was answered 
by a colleague instead. 

Kudlacek, who had worked for London and Cam¬ 
bridge Properties in Kingswinford since 2001, was 
promoted to the post of credit control supervisor 
after eight years. But she turned to crime in Octo¬ 


ber 2011, said Mr David Swinnerton, prosecuting. 
She intercepted a cheque sent to the firm by bailiffs 
employed to collect unpaid rents and then told them 
their payment had not arrived. 

Kudlacek asked for a replacement electronic 
money transfer to be sent but gave her bank ac¬ 
count details instead of those of her employer. She 
pulled off the scam 32 times over a period of two 
years and eight months, while also pocketing cash 
paid direct by a tenant. 

Kudlacek was arranging for a further £5,092 to be 
paid by money transfer from the bailiffs when their 
phone call to check if it should go to ‘the normal 
account’ was answered by a surprised colleague who 
triggered an internal inquiry. 


Mr Simon Hanns, defending, said the stolen cash 
had been used to pay off mortgage arrears together 
with personal debts run up by Kudlacek, including 
one to a loan shark. Mr Hanns explained: “She did 
most of the family finances and her husband knew 
nothing of this.” 

He continued: “She is so ashamed that she had 
not even told him or their children of her court ap¬ 
pearance. She has buried her head in the sand about 
what she has done and is now going to have to have 
an incredibly difficult conversation with members 
of her family.” 

Kudlacek, of Forge Leys, who was of previous 
good character, admitted the theft of £81,61. She 
now faces a proceeds of crime hearing. 


Tesco online warehouse 
hit by mine shaft worry 


A PLAN by Tesco for a dedicated 
warehouse for online sales has hit 
a stumbling block because the in¬ 
tended site is over a mine entrance. 

The DotCom centre could create more 
than 70 jobs and be used to deliver goods 
and groceries to shoppers’ homes from 
the Burnt Tree Island supermarket. 

Plans have been submitted to Dudley Coun¬ 
cil for three extensions to the superstore, in¬ 
cluding one underneath the ground floor using 
some of the car park. 

But the Coal Authority has lodged an offi¬ 
cial objection to the proposals because one of 
the extensions would be built over an entry to 
a mine. It believes the supermarket giant has 
not provided sufficient information on how the 
risks would be mitigated. The shaft entry is one 
of 14 in or near the site. 

In a letter to council planners, Coal Author¬ 
ity planning liaison manager James Smith said: 
“We raised concerns that the extension to the 
western side of the building would be located 
over (a) recorded mine entry. 

“We highlighted that building over or within 
the influencing distance of a mine entry raises 
significant safety and engineering risks and 
exposes all parties to potential financial liabil¬ 
ities. 

Policy 

“The Coal Authority has adopted a policy 
where, as a general precautionary principle, 
the building over or within the influencing dis¬ 
tance of a mine entry should wherever possible 
be avoided. 

“Our adopted policy clearly states that build¬ 
ing over or within the influencing distance of 
a mine entry will only be permissible when a 
suitable engineering design is developed and 
agreed to take account of all the relevant safety 
and environmental risk factors including gas 
and mine-water.” 

A spokesman for Tesco said the application 
was still going through the planning process. 

Castle and Priory ward’s Councillor Ken 
Finch said he was aware of the industrial his¬ 
tory of the site. He added: “There used to be 
a press company on the site during war time 
called Hewitts. There may have been open cast 
mines there too but that would be going back 
to the 1930s.” 

Tesco’s application says up to 13 full and 
part-time jobs would be created, followed by a 
further 61 positions. 



£ 7,000 
raised to 
help dog 
recover 

MORE than £7,000 has been 
donated towards vet bills for 
Halesowen owners of a dog 
badly beaten by burglars. 

Mila, an 18-month-old 
Bedlington terrier, was re¬ 
peatedly kicked in the head 
and left with nerve damage 
that means she cannot put 
her front feet on the ground. 

Fundraising initiatives set 
up online have so far raised 
more than £7,000 to help 
Mila’s owners, Julie Green 
and her 16-year-old daugh¬ 
ter Maddie. 

The burglars, who left 
empty handed, raided the 
Green family home on Al- 
brighton Road between 6pm 
and 7.30pm on Thursday. 

Mrs Green said: “I’m just 
shocked and heartbroken 
that someone could do this 
to Mila. She is the friendli¬ 
est dog.” 

Anyone with information

Online fundraising by the 
family has raised £5,522 
while an initiative by well- 
wisher Kieran Brophy has 
been supported to the tune 
of £1,555. Mrs Green said:

The council cabinet backed a plan 
to establish a Libraries, Archives and 
Learning Mutual, a not-for-profit or¬ 
ganisation which would involve ser¬ 
vices being run by council employees 
and volunteers. 

A final decision will be made by the 
full council in April.The cost-cutting 
move could see opening hours reduced 
and many libraries going down to a 
single staff member.

Wings charity show in doubt again 


THE future of a popular charity 
show has been plunged into doubt 
for a second time after people near 
its new venue created an ‘uproar’. 

Villagers living near the new home 
of Wings and Wheels, which had lost 
its former site at Halfpenny Green 
Airport, are up in arms at the pros¬ 
pect of the two-day event being held 
at Lower Cockshutt Farm in Chet- 
ton, near Bridgnorth. 


Site owner Roy Millington had 
stepped in to save the twice-yearly 
charity show by offering his land but 
he was forced to withdraw the offer 
after neighbours complained. 

The organisers of the event, which 
was being renamed the Bridgnorth 
Wings and Wheels, said villagers mis¬ 
takenly believed the event would be 
staged on the same scale as previous 
shows which drew up to 5,000 people. 


The Bridgnorth Wings and Wheels 
Facebook page said Mr Millington 
had cancelled the event to avoid up¬ 
setting his neighbours. 

Alec Brew, curator of Tettenhall 
Museum of Transport, which is 
funded by the show, said people had 
wrongly come to the conclusion that 
the event, scheduled to take place on 
Easter Sunday and Monday, would 
include fly-pasts. But the new event 


would have been more accurately de¬ 
scribed as ‘a large village fete’, with 
planes started up but none actually 
leaving the ground. 

A maximum of 2,000 people over 
the two days were anticipated. 

He said the term ‘air show’ had 
alarmed people. “It’s a very narrow 
terminology, perhaps we should have 
called it an ‘air day’. It’s just unfortu¬ 
nate,” he said. 


Redundancy payments 
by councils total £ 50 m

COUNCILS across the 
Black Country and Staf¬ 
fordshire have spent al¬ 
most £50 million on redun¬ 
dancy payments to staff in 
the last five years. 

A Freedom of Information 
(FOI) request shows that Dud¬ 
ley Council has paid out more 
than £21m, Wolverhampton 
City Council spent more than 
£13m, while Walsall Council 
coughed up £5,947,094. 

Across the Black Country’s four 
authorities 5,391 staff were either 
made redundant or took voluntary 
redundancy in that time. 

The huge payouts have come 
during a time when the region’s au¬ 
thorities are making massive budget 
cuts to meet swingeing reductions to 
central government grants. 

Sandwell Council failed to re¬ 
spond to the FOI request - despite 
being given 60 working days to do 
so. 

Staffordshire County Council has 
shelled out almost £30m in redun¬ 
dancy payments since 2010/11. 

Savings 

Dudley Council paid out 
£21,334,000 to 1,447 departing 
staff members. The figure includes 
almost £8.5 million in redundancy 
payouts in 2010/11, when 529 peo¬ 
ple were either laid off or took vol¬ 
untary redundancy. 

Wolverhampton Council paid 
1,546 workers a total of £13,680,707. 
Payouts included £6,742,427 in 
2013/14 when 777 employees were 
either laid off or took voluntary re¬ 
dundancy. 

Finance chief Councillor Andrew 
Johnson said: “We have tried as far 
as possible to make the council run 
efficiently. Our biggest cost is staff¬ 
ing, and those who have remained 
have effectively had a pay cut when 
you take inflation into account.” 

Walsall Council paid £5,947,094 
to 624 staff who left the authority. 
One departing staff member was 
paid £83,665 in 2011/12. 


Award for ‘guardian angel’ midwife

A DEDICATED midwife in Dudley has won a top award 
for being a ‘guardian angel’. 

Claire South, who has worked for the Dudley Group 
NHS Foundation Trust for 11 years, has been named 
Midwife of the Year for the Midlands and East region. 

The 33-year-old was nominated by Lucy Goodway who 
was helped by Claire through both heartache and joy 
during two pregnancies. 

Claire won the Emma’s Diary Mums’ Midwife of the 
Year 2016 prize, part of the Royal College of Midwives’ 
Midwifery Awards. 

At 37 weeks in July 2014, Claire sadly discovered Lu¬ 
cy’s baby had no heartbeat. Two days later Lucy, from 
Halesowen, delivered a baby boy, Jack William Good¬ 
way. 

Claire remained by 35-year-old Lucy’s side in the days 


with his mother Lucy Goodway, from Halesowen 

after the stillbirth to remember baby Jack and support 
her family through their grief. 

Seven weeks later Lucy discovered she was pregnant 
again but was terrified. It was Claire’s support that got 
her through the pregnancy and in June 2015, Lucy gave 
birth to a baby boy who she named Archie Jack Good¬ 
way, after his brother. She also has a daughter, Nell, 
who is three and a half. 

Lucy said: “Claire has been my guardian angel twice. 
When I lost my beautiful little boy at 37 weeks, she was 
there for me every single day - holding my hand, always 
knowing what to say, and giving me hope for the future. 
And then she was there for me again a few months later. 
I was a nervous wreck but she was so kind, calm and 
supported me every step of the way. 

“I am now lucky enough to call her my friend.” 


Dudley HIP'S 
riot reforms 
get support 
in Commons 

REFORMS to 19th century riot laws 
aiming to give victims a ‘fair deal’ has 
been introduced in a Bill by Dudley 
South MP Mike Wood, which has now 
cleared the House of Commons. 

MPs backed introducing a £1 mil¬ 
lion cap on claims for riot damage 
and giving victims at least 132 days 
to make a claim and provide evidence 
as part of a better organised compen¬ 
sation system. 

Other changes to the 1886 laws in¬ 
clude allowing items damaged in a riot 
to be replaced on a ‘new for old’ basis. 
Uninsured individuals and families 
made temporarily homeless by a riot 
may also be able to claim costs such 
as rent for an alternative property or 
‘reasonable’ hotel bills while repairs 
are carried out, Home Office minister 
James Brokenshire added. 

Moves for reform emerged follow¬ 
ing frustrations that existing laws 
were archaic and let down those who 
suffered as a result of the 2011 sum¬ 
mer riots, most notably in London. 

Conservative MP Mr Wood said he 
hopes his Riot Compensation Bill, 
which will undergo further scrutiny in 
the Lords, will never have to be used. 

He told the Commons: “The cur¬ 
rent 130-year-old legislation is unsur¬ 
prisingly out-dated and inadequate. 
It’s unclear in what circumstances 
claims can be made.” 

He added: “We all hope and pray 
that there will not be future riots of 
the kind, and certainly the scale, we 
saw in August 2011. Hoping for the 
best can never become an alternative 
to preparing for the worst.” 

Tenants get help 
to deal with debt 

A PROJECT run in Dudley has 
helped tenants deal with debt and re¬ 
tain their tenancies. 

The project,the result of a part¬ 
nership between Dudley Council and 
Dudley Citizens Advice, has helped 
housing tenants with problems rang¬ 
ing from unemployment and reduc¬ 
tions in benefit payments, to being 
unable to afford repayments on loans. 
Last year, more than 260 tenants 
were referred to the service. 

Councillor Gaye Partridge, cabinet 
member for housing, said: “It is really 
important tenants pay their housing 
rent as it is a priority debt, which 
means that non payment could lead 
to eviction. This partnership project 
aims to help anyone who is worried 
about losing their home due to finan¬ 
cial problems.” Call (01384) 811689.

UKIP only 
paid for hire 
of hall after 
legal threat 

DUDLEY Council threatened UKIP 
with legal action when the cash- 
strapped party failed to pay a bill of 
less than £500 to hire Himley Hall for 
a meeting last year. 

The party hosted a defence policy 
meeting at the Dudley Council-owned 
venue, which was attended by UKIP 
leader Nigel Far age. 

But Dudley Council did not receive 
payment until six months later, fol¬ 
lowing numerous phone calls, emails 
and two letters from the authority’s 
debt collection agency. 

The £495.85 bill was finally settled 
in October last year when UKIP’s 
West Midlands MEP James Carver 
stepped in to settle the bill. 

It comes as it emerged that the 
party had struggled to raise funds 
since last year’s General Election as 
donors instead spent their money 
on anti-European Union campaigns. 
UKIP has put the delay in paying the 
bill down to administrative errors. 

Bill Etheridge, a West Midlands 
UKIP MEP and councillor for Sedg- 
ley, said: “It was just a case of finding 
the right person in the party to pay it. 

They asked me to pay it several 
times but I said no as it was down to 
head office. We are only talking about 
a few hundred quid. It had nothing to 
do with us being on our uppers.” 

UKIP spent £2.85 million on fight¬ 
ing last year’s General Election but 
has struggled to raise funds since.

Man died after hitting head in fall 


A MAN who refused to go to hospital after bumping 
his head during a fall at his home died as a result of 
an accident, a coroner has ruled. 

Donald Peverell, aged 77, of Woods Crescent, 
Brierley Hill, who had a history of falls, died at Rus- 
sells Hall Hospital on November 26, 2015. He had 
bumped his head in a fall on the landing of his home 
in August last year. 

Mr Peverell, who had type two diabetes, had re¬ 
cently undergone a hip replacement. Though the 
operation was a success, he continued to have mo¬ 
bility issues. 

His wife Sheila Peverell, who was at the inquest 
at Smethwick council house, was on holiday at the 
time of the fall. She had arranged for carers to visit 


her husband, as well as meals on wheels, her daugh¬ 
ter Deborah Stanley and Mr Peverell’s three sons. 

Following the fall, Mr Peverell refused to go to 
hospital and his demeanour had been normal ac¬ 
cording to Mrs Stanley, his stepdaughter. 

“He was very stubborn,” Mrs Stanley said. “He 
had a visible bump on the left side of his head and 
some bruising, but he refused to get it checked out 
and otherwise seemed fine.” 

Mr Peverell was admitted to the Dudley hospital 
on September 14 suffering with a blood clot in his 
brain. He was transferred to the critical care unit 
at Queen Elizabeth Hospital, Birmingham, a day 
later. Whilst at Queen Elizabeth Hospital, he was 
moved to the neurological unit then back to the crit¬ 


ical care unit in the space of 48 hours. His condition 
stabilised and he was moved back to Russells Hall 
on November 20. 

He died shortly after he underwent an operation 
to reduce the size of his tracheotomy tube. 

A report by Dr Steve Sturman, consultant neu¬ 
rologist at the QE, revealed that Mr Peverell had 
injuries to his spinal cord as a result of his falls. 

The inquest heard he died from pneumonia, type 
two diabetes and tiny blood clots in his lungs. 

Senior coroner for the Black Country Zafar Sid- 
dique said: “If it wasn’t for the fall, Mr Peverell 
would not have been in this position at hospital. I 
therefore record a conclusion of accidental death.” 


91 motorists caught 
speeding in one hour 


ALMOST 100 motorists were caught 
speeding in just one hour as part of 
a campaign launched by residents 
in Brierley Hill. 

Caledonia Residents Association 
launched their own speed campaign in a 
bid to crackdown on speeding and also en¬ 
courage motorists to slow down. 

Using a radar speed gun, members of the 
group recorded the speed of 110 passing vehi¬ 
cles on Caledonia. 

A total of 91 out of 110 vehicles were travel¬ 
ling over 30mph, with 78 of those driving be¬ 
tween 30 to 40mph, 12 between 40 to 50mph 
and one over 50mph, when the test was con¬ 
ducted between 10am and 11am on Saturday, 
January 30. 

Just 19 vehicles were driving within the 
speed limit of 30mph. The average speed of all 
vehicles recorded was 35.23mph, with one ve¬ 
hicle travelling at 52mph. 

Details of all vehicles recorded as having ex¬ 
ceeded the 30mph speed limit have been passed 
to the police, with a request that those exceed¬ 
ing 40mph are sent a warning letter. 

Encourage 

Chairman of the Caledonia Residents Asso¬ 
ciation, David Adams said: “The objective of 
the campaign is to both encourage motorists to 
slow down by a physical presence on Caledonia, 
as well as recording the speeds of those who 
were exceeding the speed limit for the police to 
issue warning letters. 

“What sparked us into taking action was a 
near tragic accident which happened on the 
road last year. “We spoke to residents who 
were deeply concerned by how fast cars were 
driving past and this accident was just one of 
several that happened. 

“Further speed awareness campaigns are 
planned for the near future, with details of 
motorists exceeding the speed limit also being 
passed to the police.” 

Deputy Mayor for Dudley Councillor Mo 
Hanif attended the crackdown and is fully sup¬ 
portive of the Caledonia Residents Association 
campaign. He said: “I think it’s fantastic what 
the association is doing. Something like this 
has been needed for a very long time. 

“Speeding on Caledonia Road and surround¬ 
ing roads has been a big problem which has 
worried nearby residents for many years. The 
peoplehave done a great job organising the 
campaign and this is just the start of many.” 



Call over future of historic library

CAMPAIGNERS are calling for 
the future of an historic former 
library in Dudley to be secured. 

The much-lived Woodside Li¬ 
brary links back to the Earls of 
Dudley but is now boarded up 
after being targeted by vandals. 

Campaigners are trying to per¬ 
suade officials to relocate the 19th 
century landmark to the Black 
Country Living Museum. 

The building in Stourbridge 
Road, Woodside, has been empty 


and boarded up since it was closed 
in 2008 under council cost-cutting 
measures. 

Residents have contacted coun¬ 
cillors urging action saying the 
building is an ‘eyesore’ to nearby 
homes and is attracting litter. 

Chairman of Holly Hall and 
Woodside Tenants and Residents 
Association, Colin Day, aged 71, 
said: “It has become an eyesore 
and scaffolding has been left up 
around it for too long.” Previ¬ 


ously, plans to transform the old 
library into homes failed to get off 
the ground as it emerged the Earl 
of Dudley put a protective cov¬ 
enant on the site saying it could 
only be used for a ‘public purpose’. 

The building was opened in July 
1894 after the 2nd Earl of Dudley 
donated around £2,900 towards 
works. 

Ward councillors Elaine Taylor, 
Qadar Zada and Christine Perks 
have joined the campaign.

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Silence is 
golden as 
day centre 
is suffering 

NOBODY who has followed the fortunes 
of Wolverhampton Council for the past 
few years can be unaware of the massive 
cuts to services the authority has been 
imposing. 

Looking at the bigger picture, £146 mil¬ 
lion worth of savings over the next three 
years seems hard to comprehend. But it 
is the smaller stuff which really makes a 
difference. Take, for example, the Colum- 
ba Day Centre which cares for people 
suffering from dementia. It used to be 
funded by the council, but now faces 
possible closure unless £150,000 can be 
raised. 

It is in this context that we learn Wolver¬ 
hampton Council has spent nearly £8m of 
public money over the last five years buy¬ 
ing the silence of departing staff. 

Yes, that’s right. Since 2011/2, the 
cash-strapped council has spent almost 
£8m on ensuring people do not talk pub¬ 
licly about their work or the reasons why 
they have left. 

In the past eight months alone, while 
the authority has been busy warning us 
about draconian cuts it has spent £1.8m 
on clauses to keep people quiet. 

What beans they thought their former 
staff were going to spill, we will probably 
never know. But one can only assume 
that some of it was not going to be en¬ 
tirely positive. 

Perhaps £8m does not seem a great 
amount of money to an organisation han¬ 
dling hundreds of millions of pounds, but 
it would keep the Columba Day Centre, 
and dozens of other small local services, 
running for a good few years. Silence is 
golden, so the saying goes. And very ex¬ 
pensive, by the sound of things. 

□ □□

There is not so much a north-south di¬ 
vide in modern Britain, but a chasm be¬ 
tween London and the rest of Britain. The 
answer is surely not for the north of Eng¬ 
land to join with Scotland, but for London 
o be declared an independent principality 
like Monaco. 

Let them worry about tofu, diversity 
and cycle lanes, and the rest of us will 
create a new capital city for the rest of 
Britain. Somewhere central. In the Black 
Country maybe?

Clocking on for some 
stunning timepieces 


Paul Parry’s spare time hobby 
is going places and has caught 
the attention of a Dragon Den’s 
star, as JOE EDWARDS reports 

TAKE a little time to take in these 
stunning timepieces. 

They take months to produce and sell 
for thousands of pounds and are just 
some of the hundreds of stunning clocks 
made by Paul Parry in his spare time. 

Mr Parry uses both upcycled electronics and 
new materials to make the clocks on evenings 
and weekends, from the spare bedroom of his 
home in Coven, near Wolverhampton. 

The 43-year-old set up Bad Dog Designs 
with partner Karen in April 2014, and the 
business has taken flight with customers 
around the world looking to get their hands 
on a truly individual, unique design. 

Rewards 

Dragons’ Den star Theo Paphitis recently 
spotted Bad Dog Designs through his weekly 
Small Business Sunday initiative on Twitter, 
where he rewards entrepreneurs who send 
him a quick description of their business. 

Paul recently showcased some of his designs 
at Liberty’s department store in London and 
is due to meet Mr Paphitis at a Small Business 
Sunday convention at The ICC, Birmingham 
tomorrow. 

With prices starting at around £300, Paul, 
who works in management for a systems 
maintenance infrastructure company, has 
been commissioned to produce a robot clock, 
using brass and stainless steel, for a hotel in 
Singapore which he will sell for £7,000, his big¬ 
gest sale to date. 

“The robot clock is on commission for £7,000 
and is going to a boutique hotel in Singapore 
which is being built as we speak,” said Paul. 

“It will stand in the foyer and will be the 
first thing people see when they walk in.” 

Paul says he has now made around 200 
different clocks during his spare time, all of 
which are signed by himself. 

These include the Watson, which was orig¬

inally a 1938 watt meter, the Captain Nemo 
MK II, made from an old music box casing 
from the 1850s, and the Marconi MK II, styled 
to look like an old valve radio or amplifier. 

“I only do evenings and weekends, some 
commissions can take around four to five 
months to complete. The robot clock will take 
18-months,” he added. 

“The quickest I’ve ever done one is in two 
or three evenings but that was a small, simple 
clock. “The cost is a reflection of the time and 
effort that goes into every clock. 


“Every one is different, everybody wants 
something unique to them. Hopefully some¬ 
body will come along some day and commis¬ 
sion me to do a clock that is worth £20,000. 
When people see the clocks, they will ask 
‘what is that?’ Then the second question will 
be ‘where can I get one from?’” 

Nixie tubes, which are used to display the 
time on Paul’s steampunk clocks, were hugely 
popular in the 1950s and 60s and used in 
gadgets of the time, from petrol pumps to mil¬ 
itary equipment. 


The last were made in Ukraine and Russia 
in the early 1990s, but Paul scours the inter¬ 
net for old tubes, which have a distinctive or¬ 
ange glow and each digit stacked behind the 
other within the tube. Small ones cost around 
£6 each, medium-sized ones approximately 
£30 and large ones can be bought for as much 
as £200. 

“They are not economically viable for com¬ 
panies to produce, it’s very much an old tech¬ 
nology. Its a niche market,” said Paul. 

Every clock is handmade with recycled 
equipment and original vintage items, but 
modern microprocessor technology is used to 
power the old tubes. Most are named after 
famous scientists and electrical engineers, 
such as Michael Faraday, Nikola Tesla and 
Guglielmo Marconi. 

People from all over the globe have bought 
a clock made by Paul, who remarkably doesn’t 
own one himself. 

“They’re named after 17th and 18th century 
scientists - Faraday, Tesla, Gordon - mainly 
so I know which one is which,” he added. 

Celebrating 

“I’ve done clocks celebrating birthdays, 
weddings, anniversaries and even as Christ¬ 
mas gifts. The enquires I get are from all over 
the place. 

“When people see the clocks, they really do 
sell themselves. Around 30 to 40 per cent of 
my customers are repeat customers, which has 
surprised me. 

“One guy from the United States has bought 
five off me. I’ve had people from the States 
and Singapore come over here to pick up their 
clocks. 

“Sometimes when they are going out to 
China and Singapore, I’ll use a shipping com¬ 
pany but a lot do come over to pick them up 
and see how it all works. 

“The business funds itself, a sale of a clock 
funds the parts for the next one. 

“I love building the clocks, I find it relaxing. 
I have to sell them though, otherwise I’d just 
have a house full of them. I don’t actually own 
one, but one of these days I will actually own a 
clock that I have made myself.”

Tears and anger at 
showdown over school 


‘YOU don’t give a damn about 
the kids or this school’. 

That was just one of many emo¬ 
tive lines in a heated meeting 
which discussed the fate of an un¬ 
der-threat school in Dudley. 

Around 80 parents, pupils and staff 
attended the public meeting, held at 
the school, where some were reduced 
to tears. Others voiced their anger and 
concerns following the consultation 
launched by Dudley Council, which 
could see the closure of Coseley School. 

On Thursday questions were fired 
at a panel including cabinet member 
for children’s services, Councillor 
Ian Cooper; education services chief 
Deann Fishburn; and council advisor 
on secondary schools, Grenville Ear- 
ney. 

Maggie Hubbard, who has a daugh¬ 
ter in Year 11, said: “It is absolutely 
disgusting. Not once have they turned 
around and thought about the impact 
all of this is having on the children. 

Worried 

“My daughter is worried sick, even 
though we all know the decision to 
close it has already probably be made. 

“They are not worried at all about 
the future of our children’s education. 
They don’t give a damn about the kids 
or this school.” 

Sue Haywood, who works in the 
school’s dinner hall, broke down in 
tears saying said she was ‘frightened 
and worried’ the school would close. 

When asked what will happen to 
pupds if the school was to close, the 
board said there would be a formal ad¬ 
missions process for parents to fill out 
for school preferences - but schools 
might be automatically selected for 
pupils if all choices are filled. 

Michaela Garbett, of Roseville, who 
has a daughter in Year 8, said: “We’ve 
had no answers, no information, we’re 
all so worried about our kids’ futures.

They continue to talk about it fail¬ 
ing but projected grades for this year 
are more than good.

Councillor Cooper said: “Any deci¬ 
sion we take is for the benefit of the 
pupils and it’s been an ongoing issue 
for the last four years. It is with a 
heavy heart I have to discuss such an

Mother, 70, wakes up 
from a 16-day coma

A PENSIONER who was struck down by a devastating 
brain disease which put her in a coma for 16 days has re¬ 
gained conciousness. 

Her family were delighted that she is awoke but recog¬ 
nise that she has a long road to recovery ahead. 

Jeanette Powell, aged 70, enjoyed an active lifestyle be¬ 
fore she was hit with encephalitis, an inflammation of the 
brain, last October. It almost claimed her life. 

Rehabilitation for Mrs Powell, aged 70, of Wall Heath, 
will be lengthy and she faces a future of constant care. 

Lisa Slater, her daughter, said: “My mum, a fit and 
healthy 70-year-old, felt unwell with flu-like symptoms. 
She began hallucinating and was admitted to hospital. 

“Within 48 hours she was in critical care, in a coma, on 
a life support machine. 

“As a family, we prepared for the worst. However, 16 
days later, mom woke up and opened her eyes, to the 
amazement of the medical staff. As a family have a long 
road ahead of us, our lives have changed for ever.” 

Mrs Powell, who used to run Wall Heath Community 
Centre, has now been moved to West Park Rehabilitation 
Hospital, and will remain there for many months. 

World Encephalitis Day is on February 22, and Mrs Pow¬ 
ell’s family hope that sharing her story will raise aware¬ 
ness.

Show-off 
driver left 
hurt pal in 
wreckage 


A 21-YEAR-OLD driver left an injured friend 
trapped in the wreckage of a car after crash¬ 
ing at high speed while ‘showing off’ four 
days after passing his test, a judge heard. 

Liam Ward was unconscious and hanging upside 
down in the overturned Peugeot 307 when Luke 
Shelley fled from the scene, Wolverhampton Crown 
Court was told. 


The victim - a front seat 
passenger who had earlier 
warned the driver to slow 
down - had to be cut free 
from the twisted metal by 
fire crews. 

He woke up in hospital 
with fractures to his nose 
and jaw together with dam¬ 
age to his teeth following 
the smash in Broad Lanes, 
Bilston. 

Shelley, aged 21, lost con¬ 
trol while overtaking a van 
on a bend at around 70mph 
- over twice the speed limit - 
shortly before lam on April 
13 last year, said Mr Gareth 
Walters, prosecuting. 

Shelley climbed out of the 
wreckage, ran off and did 
not give himself up to police 
until around 10 hours later. 

He had picked up Mr 
Ward after seeing him walk¬ 
ing in Sedgley and drove 
him to a McDonald’s.

Mr Walters said: “The de¬ 
fendant had been speeding 
on the way and had been 
told to slow down by Mr 
Ward.” 

Mr Mukhtar Ubhi, de¬ 
fending, said: “It was a ri¬ 
diculous piece of driving. 
He could have killed Mr 
Ward. The defendant was in 
shock and scared. They were 
friends but not any more.” 

Shelley, formerly of 
Mount Road, Lanesfield, is 
currently behind bars for an 
unrelated wounding offence. 

He pleaded guilty to caus¬ 
ing serious injury by dan¬ 
gerous driving and failing 
to stop after an accident. He 
was jailed for two years six 
months with the sentence 
starting after his current 
detention is completed. He 
was also banned from driv¬ 
ing for four and a half years.

Medal won by heroic 
soldier sells for £48k

Junior doctors on picket line 


A MEDAL won by an heroic 
soldier who fought against 
Zulu warriors in a bloody 
conflict and is buried in Bil- 
ston has been sold at a 
Stourbridge auction for near¬ 
ly £50,000. 

The medal of 1524 Private Jo¬ 
seph Bromwich 2-24th Foot, who 
fought in the Ango-Zulu War, was 
sold to a Midlands private collec¬ 
tor for £48,980. 

It was inherited by a Black Country 
couple through their family, who had 
no idea of its value. 

Around 150 British and colonial sol¬ 
diers defended a mission station in the 
Battle of Roke’s Drift in South Africa. 
The fight lasted for 12 hours and was 
against a Zulu force of thousands. 

It proved the inspiration for the 
1964 blockbuster movie Zulu, starring 
Michael Caine and Stanley Baker. 

Brother 

Private Bromwich, who is buried 
in Bilston, served in the battle, aged 
just 22, alongside his elder brother 
Charles. 

The medal was originally estimated 
to be sold for around £20,000 at Field- 
ings Auctioneers but went for more 
than twice as much. 

Private Bromwich was discharged 
from the Army in 1882, suffering 
from hepatitis, and settled with Bil- 
ston-born wife Betsy, in Aston, open¬ 
ing a boot and shoe repairing shop. 

Eventually moving to the Black 
Country and continuing to work as a 
boot and shoe repairer. 

His wife died in 1914 and the follow¬ 
ing year, he was diagnosed with cancer 
of the tongue. He died on the February 
25 1916, aged just 60, and is buried in 
an unmarked grave in a Bilston Cem¬ 
etery. 


JUNIOR doctors were on a picket line 
outside Russells Hall Hospital last 
week during a second national one- 
day strike in the space of a month. 

A group of around 20 junior doctors 
gathered with placards, banners and 
posters for the 24-hour walkout on 
February 10 as part of the ongoing 
dispute over new contracts. 

The major sticking point in the dis¬ 
pute is over weekend pay and whether 
Saturday should be largely classed as a 
normal working day. 


Registrar Hafiz Aladin, 32, joined 
his co-workers on the picket line. He 
said: “The change of contract is ludi¬ 
crous and it’s almost a fallacy to think 
the NHS can survive if this is imple¬ 
mented. We have been overwhelmed 
with public support we’ve received. ” 
At the hospital, 182 outpatient ap¬ 
pointments, four day-case procedures 
and two inpatient operations had to be 
rescheduled. 

No-one from hospital management 
was available to comment.

Not a penny! Black country 
misses out on £300m boost 


Romantic novel 
listed for award 

AN author from Halesowen has been short¬ 
listed in a national novel competition. 

Janice Preston has made it to the final 
stages of the 2016 Romantic Novel Awards, 
RoNAs. 

If she wins the RoNA Rose Novel cate¬ 
gory Janice will go forward to contest the 
Goldsboro Books Romantic Novel of the 
Year 2016. 

Janice is one of five finalists in the cate¬ 
gory, for shorter and category romance nov¬ 
els and was shortlisted for her book, From 
Wallflower to Countess, a Regency romance 
which challenges the hero and heroine’s 
preconceptions of a marriage of conveni¬ 
ence. 

Janice said: “I’m so thrilled and proud to 
be shortlisted for the RoNA Rose and, what¬ 
ever the result, I feel like a winner already.” 


LOCAL government will receive £300 
million to ease funding cuts to cen¬ 
tral government grants - but cash- 
strapped local authorities in the 
Black Country won’t get a penny. 

Communities secretary Greg Clark has an¬ 
nounced a £150m support scheme for councils 
in each of the next two years in response to con¬ 
cerns over changes to funding calculations. 

None of the four local authorities in the Black 
Country will receive any of the transitional 
money - sparking fury among council bosses. 


Meanwhile, Tory-run Staffordshire County 
Council will receive additional funding of 
£5.56m over two years. 

The announcement came after the conclusion 
of the consultation on the provisional Local Gov¬ 
ernment Financial Settlement. 

Critics say the new relief fund will over¬ 
whelmingly help Conservative areas, including 
the Prime Minister’s own Oxfordshire council 
which is set to get £9m over two years. 

Dudley Council leader Councillor Pete Lowe 
said the authority would remain saddled with 
the largest cuts to funding in its history. 


“This is another example of decision-making 
by a government to benefit its own party,” he 
said. 

“All we ask for is a fair deal, but we’re not 
getting that.” 

Wolverhampton council’s finance chief, Coun¬ 
cillor Andrew Johnson, said the settlement 
‘re-emphasised the unfairness’ of how the grant 
was calculated. 

“It is outrageous,” he said. “Richer areas in 
the South East, mainly Tory councils I might 
add, have had less cuts yet some of them are get¬ 
ting extra money. It just adds insult to injury.” 


Head injuries 
killed mother 

A MOTHER-OF-TWO from Netherton 
died after suffering blunt force head inju¬ 
ries, an inquest heard. 

Jacqueline Abbott, aged 54, of Lodge 
Crescent, died of ‘extensive and severe 
head injuries’ on December 11 last year, 
the inquest at Smethwick Council House 
was told last week. 

She was pronounced dead at the scene 
and her body was formally identified by 
her son Martyn. Mr Zafar Siddique, lead 
coroner for the Black Country, suspended 
the inquest subject to the outcome of on¬ 
going criminal proceedings. 

Mrs Abbott’s husband Paul, 56, has 
been charged with murder and will appear 
in Wolverhampton Crown Court on March 
7 for a plea and case management hearing.

Workers get £5m 
in blacklist battle 

BUILDING workers who were among hundreds fighting 
a legal battle over being ‘blacklisted’ by employers - in¬ 
cluding Carillion and Balfour Beatty - have won an initial 
payout worth more than £5 million. 

In total 71 former carpenters and bricklayers who are 
members of the UCATT construction union have won pay¬ 
outs averaging £80,000 each - with some worth around 
£200,000. The total payout is worth £5.6m. 

The union is still negotiating 89 cases for compensation. 
If a settlement is not agreed those cases will go to trial at 
the High Court. Other cases, involving hundreds of work¬ 
ers backed by unions Unite and GMB, and the Blacklist 
Support Group, are also pending. 

The unions claim that an industry blacklist of 3,213 
workers was used by 44 companies to vet new recruits, and 
block union and health and safety activists. 

The companies issued a joint apology in October 2013.

Council get back mosque 
site as new search begins 


THE site of a proposed mosque in Dudley 
that sparked a decade-long battle is finally 
back in the hands of the borough council. 

Dudley Council confirmed its deal to buy back the 
Hall Street site from the Dudley Muslim Association 
(DMA) had been completed - a move that draws a 
line under a long and bitter row. 

Leaders from the DMA say they will now find a new site 


for a mosque that they say 
is still desperately needed in 
Dudley. 

Cash-strapped Dudley 
Council paid £40,000 to 
the DMA in order to re¬ 
gain ownership of the land, 
which will now be put on the 
market. 

Judges 

The dispute was finally 
brought to an end in Oc¬ 
tober when appeal judges 
ruled in favour of the coun¬ 
cil. 

The amount owed by the 
council would have been 
much higher but the DMA 
was ordered to contribute 
£114,000 towards the coun¬ 
cil’s legal costs. 

A planning application 
to build a mosque on Hall 
Street was first submitted 
in 2003 with the sale of free¬ 
hold for the land agreed two 
years later. 

But the application was 
turned down by planning 
bosses and the ensuing 
battle put Dudley in the

national spotlight, with far- 
right groups descending on 
the town to voice their anger 
over the mosque plans. 

More than 80,000 peo¬ 
ple signed petitions against 
plans for the mosque. The 
authority spent more than 
£200,000 on legal costs bat¬ 
tling the bid. 

Council leader Pete Lowe 
said: “The buy-back deal 
has now completed and we 
are just working on the for¬ 
mal legal paperwork pro¬ 
cess with the Land Registry 
before the land officially 
belongs to the council. We 
expect that to be complete 
in the next few weeks.” 

The DMA said it was now 
looking forward to entering 
into discussions with council 
chiefs about a new mosque 
site. Spokesman Amjid Raza 
also confirmed they would 
be looking for a central loca¬ 
tion, not far from the Cen¬ 
tral Mosque on Castle Hill.

Start date at last in sight 
for new community centre 


A LONG-AWAITED community 
centre has moved a step closer with 
supporters hoping the first brick will 
be laid in April. 

North Priory Community Centre 
has been awaited for eight years. 
The site on the Donkey Pool playing 
fields, Priory Road, has stood empty 
since the former community build¬ 
ings were knocked down in 2007. 

The plans, by Dudley Council, 
have now been submitted to the 
authority and reveal that the cen¬ 
tre will feature a hall, kitchen, cafe, 
changing rooms, shower facilities 
and multi-use games area. 

The scheme was initially set to 
cost £480,000 but council chiefs es¬ 
timate a further £130,000 is needed. 
Ground works began on the site in 
November last year. 

Councillor Ken Finch, for Castle 
and Priory ward, said: “I am over 


the moon that the wheels have been 
put in motion. We are not there yet 
but we cannot wait to see the first 
brick laid. 

“The job has gone out to tender 
and we are positive that it will be 
well within budget. 

“It will not only help the tenants 
and residents meetings but the two 
changing rooms will be most useful 
for the sports players.” 

An outside recreational area is 
intended to be funded by Sport Eng¬ 
land. 

Councillor Finch added: “The 
residents have done a fantastic job 
at getting this all together. We are 
extremely positive that after all this 
time we are finally going to get what 
we wanted. 

“It has been all these years in the 
making but the future is looking 
bright.”

Birmingham flights 
to Qatar from March 


NEW flights from Birmingham Airport to Doha in Qatar 
will be launched at the end of March. 

Qatar Airways will begin a service to and from its new 
Hamad International Airport on March 30. 

It marks the fourth UK airport that Qatar operates 
from and it will initially be offering eight flights a week 
from Birmingham using a Boeing 787 . 

Senior vice president for Europe North and South 
West, Jon Harding, said that Qatar, which currently 
employs 150 on passenger services and 25 on its cargo 
team in the UK, was recruiting for a number of new 
posts based at the airport. 

It will take the number of flights out of the UK each 
week to 73 with the other airports from which it operates 
being Heathrow, Manchester and Edinburgh. 

Mr Harding said that the economic impact of starting 
flights between Edinburgh and Qatar had added £5 mil¬ 
lion to the Scottish economy. 

“We expect to have a similar or even greater impact on 
the West Midlands economy,” he added. “Birmingham is 
a market that we are keen to serve.” 
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Thief put 
behind bars 
after £40k 
crime spree

A PROLIFIC thief who stole around £40,000 
in a four-month crime spree in Dudley has 
been jailed. 

Lorenzo Brown, aged 22, was described in court as 
a ‘skilled thief who had shown no remorse for his 
victims who were left out of pocket. 

Among those he targeted were his neighbours whose 
mailboxes were raided for bank cards and other property. 


Brown, of Ripley Grove, 
Dudley, pleaded guilty at 
an earlier hearing to five 
counts of theft, four of fraud 
and one of handling stolen 
goods. 

Jailing him up for three 
years and four months, 
Judge Nicholas Webb said: 
“You are not only an oppor¬ 
tunist thief but also a very 
skilful one. You show no re¬ 
morse.” 

Brown was first arrested 
after stealing a high-per¬ 
formance Audi A4 worth 
around £30,000 from the 
Village Hotel in Dudley 
in October 2014. Brown 
managed to open a combi¬ 
nation-style padlock before 
stealing a wedding ring, 
watch and the car keys from 
a locker. 

He was granted police 
bail with officers unaware 
he had also been plunder¬ 
ing the bank accounts of his 
neighbours. 

Gym 

One neighbour lost 
around £3,500 after Brown 
intercepted bank cards and 
PIN numbers for new ac¬ 
counts she had opened. He 
activated the accounts using 
his own details and then 
used the card to pay bills, 
buy takeaway meals and 
order furniture. 

Other items taken from 
neighbours included bank 
statements, an investment 
portfolio and another bank 
card which Brown used to 
apply for a gym member¬ 
ship. He also stole his cous¬ 
in’s wallet, again using a 
bank card to pay bills and 
take out car hire agree¬ 
ments in his cousin’s name.

Brown was convicted by a 
jury on two counts of theft 
and one of fraud. 

Judge Webb said: “You 
had moved to a flat in Ripley 
Grove. There were honest, 
hardworking people there 
and unfortunately for them, 
you as well. Not letting 
an opportunity to steal go 
begging, you began to steal 
items of post from their let¬ 
ter boxes.” 

Those offences were com¬ 
mitted while on bail for the 
theft of the locker items and 
the car. 

“Overall you stole prop¬ 
erty to a value approaching 
£40,000,” said the judge. 
“You were involved in the 
stealing of a wedding ring, 
watch and car keys from a 
padlocked locker in a fitness 
centre. It was a very so¬ 
phisticated and skilful theft 
requiring both speed and 
nerve.” 

The court heard Brown 
had been studying for a de¬ 
gree until illness left him in 
hospital for five months. He 
was out of work, struggling 
financially and turned to 
crime.

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Bourne to 
be wild in 
fairy ballet 
re-vampire 

Sleeping Beauty, 
Birmingham Hippodrome 

MATTHEW Bourne’s thrill¬ 
ing reinvention of Sleeping 
Beauty takes only the bare 
bones of Pepita’s classic 
1890 ballet but keeps Tchai¬ 
kovsky’s marvellous music 
largely intact. 

The Bourne ultimatum is 
to entertain, and he does so 
lavishly with a production 
that blends grand ballet 
techniques with modern 
dance, even a hint of break- 
dance, in his irreverent 
approach that makes a fa¬ 
miliar fairy tale weird again. 

He freely rewrites the 
story to have the baby Au¬ 
rora attended by vampire 
fairies and the evil fairy Car- 
abosse (no Maleficent here) 
have a wicked son Caradoc 
to lustily pursue the prin¬ 
cess years later. He then 
explains her gamekeeper 
suitor’s one hundred year 
wait by having him turned 
into a vampire too. 

Being a Bourne produc¬ 
tion, it’s a sexy concoction 
with lots of dark humour 
- from a curtain-climbing 
puppet baby to selfie-gener- 
ation urban explorers who 
open the act after the ‘100 
year interval’ moves from 
1911 to ‘last night’. 

The only minus with this 
show, which has been re¬ 
vived from two years ago, 
was that the music was re¬ 
corded. Few touring compa¬ 
nies can afford an orchestra. 

But the dancers were dy¬ 
namic, the costumes and 
sets a gothic fantasy made 
real and the whole experi¬ 
ence wildly romantic - it’s a 
Bourne winner.

Time called on benefits fraud 
by woman working in a pub 


A FORMER pub landlady who swin¬ 
dled the public purse out of £26,000 
- claiming she couldn’t wash and 
dress herself before being caught 
pulling pints - has been handed a 
suspended prison sentence. 

Elaine Gordon was also seen loading her 
car with heavy stock while claiming state 
disability benefits. 

The 59-year-old was filmed by the Department 
of Work and Pensions at the Prince of Wales pub 
in Tipton Road, Dudley, at the Riddins Tavern 


and at Makro wholesalers in Halesowen. At 
Wolverhampton Crown Court last week she was 
sentenced to eight months in prison, suspended 
for two years, and given a 12-month supervision 
order. 

Dishonestly 

She started dishonestly claiming in December 
2009 when running The Boat Inn in Cradley 
Heath, and carried it on until 2014, when she 
was filmed pouring 50 pints in an hour during a 
televised World Cup match. 

She claimed that she had Raynaud’s Disease, 


arthritis and varicose veins, and needed care 
seven days a week to help with washing herself, 
cooking, dressing and going to the toilet. 

Prosecutor Richard Davenport said: “She 
stated she was unable to work and virtually un¬ 
able to walk. On September 17, 2014, she was 
interviewed, and accepted she wasn’t entitled to 
what she was being paid.” 

Gordon, of Madehurst Road, Birmingham, 
had previously admitted failing to notify the au¬ 
thorities of a change in circumstances. 

Defence barrister John Evans said: “Her med¬ 
ication played a big part in her improvement.”

A FORMER church is being brought back 
into use - as a boxing club, after the pro¬ 
posals were given the go-ahead by Dudley 
Council. 

The Mount Tabor Methodist Church in 
Woodsetton will have a boxing ring installed 
on the ground floor with evening sessions 
taking place every night during weekdays. 

The application for the change of use 
of the building in Swan Village will allow 
Brooklands Amateur Boxing Club to take on 
more young members. 

The application for the church in Sedg- 
ley Road was supported by local councillors 
Keiran Casey and Adam Aston. 

A report to planners also backed the 
move, stating: “The proposed use will have 
no detriment to established designated 
local centres and will provide a sustaina¬ 
ble future use for a heritage asset that has 


no adverse impact upon local amenities or 
highway safety.” 

Councillor Casey added: “We have been 
working hard to support the club and the 
great work that they do within the commu¬ 
nity. We were very happy to support the ap¬ 
plication and I think the new building will 
be a great base for them in the local com¬ 
munity, allowing them to build on the great 
work they are doing with local youngsters” 

The club was opened in December 2011 
by former Midlands and English middle¬ 
weight champion Darren McDermot, of 
Dudley. After a training accident forced his 
retirement, the boxer opened the club, run 
from his home gym. 

Mr McDermott said: “We are really 
pleased that we have been able to secure 
these new premises as we have had a wait¬ 
ing list for new members for some time.” 


Crime commissioner 
doubts school idea 

HOME Secretary Theresa May’s suggestion that Police 
and Crime Commissioners (PCCs) should set up schools for 
troubled children has been questioned by the West Mid¬ 
lands commissioner, himself a former headteacher. 

David Jamieson said he wasn’t sure the move was 
‘best for children’ after Mrs May said PCCs should bring 
together police reform and school reform and help steer 
children away from a life of crime. She unveiled proposals 
for more powers for PCCs, branching into youth justice, 
probation and court services in May. 

But Mr Jamieson hinted he would be uncomfortable with 
the changes. He said: “Before becoming an MP and a PCC, 
I was a teacher and headteacher for more than 25 years. 
I am uncertain that PCCs running schools fits entirely 
within our brief or, more importantly, is the best thing for 
children. Schools should be run by teachers and education 
experts.”

It will give students the 
chance to expand their hus¬ 
bandry skills in college, in¬ 
cluding hoof care, paddock 
maintenance and the han¬ 
dling of livestock.

Air training corps that 
took off 75 years ago 


THE Air Training Corps 
is celebrating 75 years. It 
began with the announce¬ 
ment in 1938 of the forma¬ 
tion of the Air Defence Ca¬ 
det Corps. 

This would give 20,000 boys 
between the ages of 14 and 18 
basic instruction in some of 
the things they would need to 
know to become airmen. 

Air-minded youngsters flocked 
to join and on January 1, 1941, 
the Corps was taken over by the 
Air Ministry and renamed the Air 
Training Corps, with the motto 
Venture Adventure. 

There were squadrons in almost 
every town. The boys learned drill 
with Lee-Enfield rifles, Morse 
Code, astro-navigation principles, 
aircraft recognition, and many 
squadrons had an old aircraft on 
which they could give airframe in¬ 
struction. 

Cadets went to local RAF sta¬ 
tions to be given air experience 
flights. 


MEMORY LANE 


By Alec Brew 


For instance Vic Thwaites from 
Brewood who was in D Flight of 
1047 Squadron had six flights dur¬ 
ing the War, in Wellingtons at RAF 
Hixon, Ansons at RAF Halfpenny 
Green and an Oxford at RAF Whe¬ 
aton Aston. 

He was also given 15 minutes in¬ 
struction in a Link ground trainer, 
and early form of simulator, at 
RAF Perton. 

Level 

At an early stage it was decided 
that cadets should learn to fly, and 
the pre-war Slingsby Cadet was 
ordered in large numbers. Sur¬ 
prisingly this was single seat, and 
cadets learned at first to keep the 
wings level in a ground slide, then 
did low hops, then higher hops and 
finally a circuit. 

The airspeed was controlled by 
the instructor at the controls of 
the winch. 


Locally No.43 ATC Gliding 
School was established at Walsall 
Airport, and after the War moved 
to RAF Lichfield. 

Ray Simpson of Fallings Park 
had a total of 48 instructions on a 
Cadet glider during 1948 at Lich¬ 
field, of which 15 were classed as 
‘slides’, 15 as ‘airborne slides’, 9 as 
‘low hops’ and 9 as ‘high hops’. 

Better sense prevailed after the 
War and two seat gliders were 
ordered for instruction, and local 
training centred on RAF Cosford. 

The ATC still thrives today with 
both 1046 and 1047 Squadrons ac¬ 
tive in Wolverhampton, and other 
squadrons in Codsall, Sedgeley, 
Walsall and elsewhere. 

The Tettenhall Transport Her¬ 
itage Centre is preparing an ex¬ 
hibition of the ATC’s 75 Years, 
centred on three ATC gliders, and 
is appealing for the loan of pho¬ 
tographs and memorabilia to help 
tell the full story.

PLANS to build 129 homes on a derelict hos¬ 
pital site in Wordsley are to be approved - 
nine years after a housing scheme was first 
put forward. 

Most of the current buildings in the Ridge Hill 
Hospital grounds, including the Keeling Centre and 
Shousters House, which are empty, would be demol¬ 


ished. 

Residents have long called 
for the site to be cleaned up 
and the disused site brought 
back to life. 

Ward councillor Paul 
Brothwood said he wel¬ 
comed news that the site is 
to be revamped but is con¬ 
cerned about the impact of 
the scheme on local roads. 

Concerns 

Councillor Brothwood 
said: “It’s been derelict for 
some time so it’s good to 
hear it will be brought back 
into use. But I have raised 
concerns about the addi¬ 
tional traffic it will create 
on Brier ley Hill Road. 

“That road is a nightmare 
already so I think the de¬ 
velopers need to make sure 
there is a good long-term 
plan and local road improve¬ 
ments. I am worried about 
the additional pressures 
this is going to put on the 
existing system, but we des-

in the borough.” 

Council planners have 
been recommended to give 
the project the green light at 
the next development com¬ 
mittee meeting. 

A report written for the 
planning officers concludes: 
“The proposed development 
would positively contribute 
towards the delivery of new 
housing supporting sustain¬ 
able housing growth.” 

NHS Property Services is 
behind the project for the 
site, which would see the 
majority of existing struc¬ 
tures knocked down. 

The Ridge Hill Cen¬ 
tre LIFT building, Pens 
Meadow School and bunga¬ 
lows and residential accom¬ 
modation for assisted living 
would be retained. 

Plans for homes to be 
built at the site were first 
lodged as far back as 2007.

THIS spring’s 400th anniversary of the death 
of William Shakespeare has inspired Bir¬ 
mingham Royal Ballet’s spring season in the 
company’s home city. 

Last seen on the Birmingham Hippodrome stage with 
their sumptuous annual festive treat The Nutcracker, BRB 
return with a programme of three ballets, including two 
based on plays by the Bard. 

BRB is featuring a double bill of Sir Frederick Ashton’s 
classic works, which includes his 1964 ballet The Dream, 
based on Shakespeare’s A Midsummer Night’s Dream, 
which opens the company’s year-long Shakespeare com¬ 
memoration. The Dream will be paired with the famous 
choreographer’s 1976 ballet A Month In The Country, 
being performed for the first time by Birmingham Royal 
Ballet. 

A Month In The Country was one of the last works Fred¬ 
erick Ashton made for The Royal Ballet and is set to stir¬ 
ring music by Chopin.

The Dream and A Month In The Country opened last 
night (Wednesday) and runs until Saturday. Romeo and 
Juliet will be presented from February 24 to 27.

BRB spokeswoman Claire Lishman says: “In The Dream, 
love gets out of hand for mortals and fairies alike in an 
elegant and witty distillation of Shakespeare’s A Midsum¬ 
mer Night’s Dream. Alongside it, we offer A Month In The 
Country, inspired by Turgenev’s play. Ashton captures the 
mood of the play through exquisite dance in this moving 
account of unrequited love.” 

On Romeo and Juliet, Ms Lishman adds: “Love at first 
dance, forbidden passions, dangerous secrets and fate com¬ 
bine in an exhilarating classic ballet.” 

Set to Prokofiev’s soaring score, Romeo and Juliet tells 
the familiar tale of two young lovers at the mercy of power¬ 
ful families and their own hearts. From the balcony scene’s 
ecstatic pas de deux to the heart-breaking end, Romeo and 
Juliet has been an audience favourite since its first per¬ 
formance 51 years ago, when Margot Fonteyn and Rudolf 
Nureyev received 43 curtain calls.

HALSEY had an awesome 2015. The singer and songwriter 
from New Jersey, real name Ashley Nicolette Frangipane, 
topped polls for best breakthrough act, got to No2 in the 
US chart with debut album Badlands, was special guest on 
Justin Bieber’s track The Feeling and sold out New York’s 
Madison Square Garden. 

Still only 21, the one-girl-phenomenon is about to release 
her latest track New Americana and perform her first gig in 
Birmingham, at the 02 Academy on Saturday, as part of a 
sold-out UK tour. Just two years ago she was playing acoustic 
cover sets at random bars in the American north-east, having 
left high school with a desire to become a musician.

Stars are out to shine 
at star-studded bash 


T he Brits returns to the 02 
tonight to bring us a much- 
needed annual dose of music 
industry glitter, awkward award 
presentation and headline-generating 
performances during the dark days of 
British winter. 

Tonight’s headline act is Rihanna, 
who is back to perform for the fourth 
time, following the long-awaited 
release of her eighth album, ANTI. 

It’s likely that she’ll perform her 
smash-hit single, Work, which topped 
of the charts in 90 countries. 

For the Barbadian singer, it’ll give 
her an opportunity to warm up before 
her world tour returns to the UK in 
June; and for her fans, it’s the first Brit 
Awards performance since 2012, 
when she blew the crowd away with a 
rendition of We Found Love. 

British songstress Adele was the 
first act to be named on this year’s bill, 
which was considered quite a coup for 
the organisers. 

Back in 2011, she performed a 
spine-tingling version of Someone 
Like You, but the year after she made 
headlines for swearing at “the suits” 


who forced host James Corden to cut 
her speech short, largely because 
Blur had bumbled around on stage 
before her. 

Fresh from their half-time show 
alongside Beyonce at the Superbowl 
earlier this month, Coldplay will also 
be performing. 

Chris Martin and co have suggested 
that their new album, A Head Full of 
Dreams, may be their last. 

But, as they proved in a 
barnstorming London gig earlier this 
year, the record sounds as good live 
as any of their previous work. 

Having recently beaten The Beatles’ 
record for having the most singles in 
the UK top 40 at any one time, 
Canadian singer Justin Bieber is also 
sure to to be a hit with the Brits crowd. 

There will also be performances 
from Jess Glynne, who rose to 
success in 2014 after being featured 
on Clean Bandit’s single Rather Be, 
and James Bay, who won the Critics 
Choice Award 2015. 

Canadian singer-cum-producer The 
Weeknd and 2011 X-Factor 
winners Little Mix will also be on stage. 


Finally, there will a touching tribute 
to the much-missed David Bowie 
following his death on January 10.

Fuss 

They did, indeed, have butter chicken, so 
that’s one happy customer to start with. 

It was straightforward choice from our 
dining companion, too - but then when does 
a teenage girl ever make a fuss? At least she 
pored through what was on offer before de¬ 
ciding on her favourite tikka masala. 


We were treated to a special platter 
starter to begin with, including chicken 
pakora, korahi kebab and moglai chicken - 
the latter, chicken marinated with garam 
masala and yoghurt and cooked with pep¬ 
per, onions and garlic, was divine, but then 
so was the unexpected lamb shank we were 
served ahead of our starters. 

Of course, there was little room for much 
else, but I still had to try my sea bass jhall 
fry main course. The fish was beautifully 
cooked and it had a hidden kick to it. But 
mixed with the lemon rice accompaniment 
it was the perfect blend for the palate. 

Indulge is closed on Mondays, except for 
Bank Holidays, Opening hours are from 
5.30pm-llpm.

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Hot hatch 
Focus RS 
lives up to 
the legend

We’ve seen the photos. We remember the leg¬ 
ends. We’ve slurped thirstily at every droplet 
of info that leaks from the Ford PR machine. 
But does the Focus RS live up to the legend? 

The Focus RS is a blue-collar hero. Since its intro¬ 
duction in 2002, the RS - which stands for ‘Rallye 
Sport’ - has been the halo model for fast Ford fans in 
the UK. It’s a nod to legendary cars like the RSI 600 
and the Sierra Cosworth, both of which were attaina¬ 
ble and immensely quick. 

Prices for this car start at just under £30,000, and its driv¬ 
ing dynamics and sheer power would challenge cars cost¬ 
ing three times that. 

It’s all-wheel-drive, it hits 62mph in 4.7 seconds, and it 
sounds like an angry lion. Ridiculous. This is the kind of car 
you could fall in love with - and then lease for £299 a month 
from your nearest Ford dealer. 

It’s pretty subtle until you notice the more aggressive 
bodywork, the spoiler above the rear windscreen, and the 
sculpted front and rear. The launch colour is Nitrous Blue, 
which accounts for most of the orders currently placed, but 
opting for a quieter colour will create an understated ‘sleep¬ 
er’ car. 

Ford has used some interior space to build a unique all- 
wheel-drive system. You lose around 60 litres from the (al¬ 
ready mediocre) boot, and the standard seats are bulky and 
eat into rear passenger legroom. Splash out on the shell 
seats for a more comfortable cabin. 

Despite being a performance-oriented car, the RS has all 
the mod cons you’d expect. A couple of 12v charging sock¬ 
ets up front, loads of stowage space, and some USB ports 
as well. 


Brilliant 

Ford has built a brilliant driver’s car. They even have a 
metric for how ‘fun’ it is to rev the engine (very), and they 
teamed up with stunt driver and internationally-renowned 
boy racer Ken Block to make a car that you can mess 
around in. 

The RS has four main driving modes. Normal, Sport, 
Track and Drift. If those last two words don’t excite you, then 
you should probably stop reading, as the RS isn’t for you. 

‘Drift’ mode enables you to drive sideways in a cloud of 
tyre smoke. The amount of technology that has gone into 
creating this preposterous toy is staggering, especially con¬ 
sidering it has no real-world application outside a deserted 
carpark at 2am. It’s huge fun and very controllable, artificial¬ 
ly creating predictable oversteer. 

‘Track’ mode is where the RS really shines. Built to flatter 
amateurs and satisfy professionals, it really does make you 
look good on the track - ham-fisted driving is smoothed out 
by the car’s powerful computer. 

If you want track day success, but lack talent, this could 
be the car for you. 

That’s not to say it’s for beginners. If you know what 
you’re doing, you’ll be able to get the most out this perfor¬ 
mance Ford - and goodness me, it’s capable. 

It costs around £30,000, going up to £33,000 if you tick 
every option. 

For this you get one of the best-handling cars currently 
for sale, and the most versatile performance hatchback ever. 
All in a sensible, five-door, family car package that you can 
use every day. 

Anyone who wants everyday driving fun and has £30,000 
to spend on it should buy this car. You can drive it like a 
vanilla Focus for the most part, but every other Saturday, 
this family wagon will turn into a monster on the track. If 
you’re the kind of person to occasionally take a longer, twist- 
ier, more interesting route home, then this is the car for you. 

This car summed up in a single word: Bonkers. 

If this car was a: weapon it would be a sawn-off Purdey. 
Impressive craftsmanship, repurposed for use by ruffians.

Tiny tweaks 
make great 
product 
even better

You know a car is important to its maker when 
the first 25 pages of the info pack for road 
testers is all about the vehicle’s heritage. 
Only then do you arrive at today’s machine. 

Which in this case is the latest version of the car 
that means perhaps more than anything to BMW - 
the 3 Series. 

More than 14 million of them have been sold since the 
first one appeared as a modestly sized sporty saloon in 
1975. 

Today, around one in four BMWs sold around the world 
is a 3 Series. 

So its continuing success, against ever stronger oppo¬ 
sition (Jaguar’s XE is the latest) could not be more impor¬ 
tant for the Bavarian car maker. 

And that means you tinker with the basics at your peril. 
Much more sensible to advance in small steps, making 
successive models a bit faster, slightly more economical 
and making sure there are enough versions to tempt the 
maximum number of potential buyers. 

Pole 

Which, in the case of UK 3 Series buyers, means at 
least 112 different types to consider, from modest rear- 
wheel drive petrol models to big diesel bruisers with all¬ 
wheel drive and enough attitude to take pole position in 
the company car park. 

That’s before you take in the list of possible options. 
Always a German car maker’s speciality, you can go crazy 
with the tick boxes and end up with something like the 
car on test. 

It was laden with an extraordinary £12,010 worth of 
options. Decide that after all you could live without a 
front armrest with sliding adjustment and already you’ve 
clawed back £45 (and every little helps). 

You don’t of course, have to take any of the options, 
although you won’t see many 3 Series without metallic 
paint (£645) and heated front seats (£325) ought to be 
standard. 

But back to the car itself; put it next to a just superseded 
version and you’d need to be a BMW anorak to spot the 
difference. 

Tiny changes to air intakes and lights are the signs, 
while inside you might spot a bit of high gloss black - and 
cup holders with a sliding cover. 

Economy 

Under the bonnet all the petrol engines and most of the 
diesels are new to the 3 Series, with useful gains in econ¬ 
omy and emissions the result. 

BMW knows it has to maintain its reputation as a maker 
of cars with a sporty feel and its engineers worry about the 
details, to the extent that the front suspension now uses 
five bolts to hold it to the body instead of three. 

That means less distortion and a purer feel when you’re 
pressing on. 

Which you may want to do in a car like the model on 
test. Slipping into the hip-hugging front seats (a part of 
the £2,500 you pay for the M Sport package) you know 
instantly that BMW sweats the details. 

So the pedals are in precisely the right place, the instru¬ 
ments big, bold and easily read and there’s a general air 
of sober sense and lots of well applied black. 

You might find the stiffened suspension a bit grumbly 
over poor road surfaces but the poise and balance of the 
car is compensation enough. 

The eight-speed auto box comes into its own when you 
feel less like a potential FI entrant - perhaps on the way 
home after a hard day at the office when nothing went 
right. 

We all have days like that; the 3 Series driver is better 
positioned than most to cope with them.

The Citroen Cactus may have an unusually 
quirky image but it’s a joy to drive and offers 
excellent fuel economy. 

We shouldn’t have been surprised when the rather 
unusual Citroen Cactus arrived on our streets. Look¬ 
ing a little like a chunky child’s toy or something from 
Thunderbirds, it follows on from all those great quirky 
cars that the French company used to give us. 

In the past it was a company that dared to be different and 
brought us very individual cars like the DS, 2CV (remember 
the one with the soft top?), the SM, the CX and the BX. And 
not so long ago the Xantia Activa, the C6 and the C4. They 
weren’t always successes but we certainly remember them, 
if only for their looks. 

Now we have the Cactus and and its timing couldn’t have 
been better. Let’s face it, crossover vehicles had become so 
popular they had moved from the alternative to a comforta¬ 
ble family hatch. 

We now have a crossover that looks unlike any other vehi¬ 
cle on the roads, with its Airbump side cladding and a shed¬ 
load of other bold details. 

A large panoramic sunroof features a state-of-the-art coat¬ 
ing to filter UV light and reflect heat, and fills the cabin with 
diffused light. 

Unique to the C4 Cactus and an instantly recognisable 
feature of the model is Citroen’s new Airbump technology. 

Fitted to the front and rear doors, the tough air-filled TPU 
(thermoplastic polyurethane) capsules protect against mi¬ 
nor bumps and scrapes. 

Airbump panels do not need specific maintenance and 
reduce the stress and expense associated with car park 
dings and dents - cutting service and repair costs over the 
lifetime of the car. 

While the interior looks uncluttered and without much in 
the way of technology, there is an awful lot discreetly placed. 

Fitted as standard, the fully digital Touch Drive interface 
features a 7-inch touchscreen to control all the main vehicle 
functions. 

These include automatic air conditioning, media (DAB ra¬ 
dio, audio streaming, mobile connections, music and photo 
storage), navigation (map view, speed limit display, traffic 
conditions, fuel-efficient routing), driving aids (reversing 
camera, park assist, speed limiter/cruise control), telephone 
(hands-free via Bluetooth, contacts, call management), con¬ 
nected services and vehicle settings. 

It takes a while to get to grips with but once mastered the 
interface is excellent. Plus, there are some shortcut keys on 
either side of the main screen for practicality. 

There is also a range of innovative aids available, includ¬ 
ing park assist to get into spaces and a reversing camera 
which displays the rear view and guidelines on the touch¬ 
screen. 

Designed to reduce the cost of ownership throughout the 
life of the vehicle, the C4 Cactus’s multi-award-winning fea¬ 
tures include a lightweight design, impressive fuel economy 
of up to 91.1 mpg and excellent fuel emissions. 

The car is offered with six efficient powertrains, four petrol 
- PureTech 75, PureTech 82, PureTech 82 S&S and Pure- 
Tech 110 S&S - and two HDi diesels - e-HDi 92 and BlueHDi 
100 . 

Engines are mated to either five-speed manual or five or 
six-speed ETG (Efficient Tronic Gearbox) transmissions. All 
diesels are sub-1 OOg/km of C02 and are eligible for free car 
tax. There is even a tax-exempt petrol version - the PureTech 
82 S&S ETG - which emits just 98g/km. 

While I was a little unsure about the looks, its economy 
and comfort won me over.
